The Stork’s Homecoming. 


Visitors to Holland and Germany daring 
April will probably meet large flocks of 
storks returning for the nesting season 
after wintering in the warmth of Africa. 
Like many of our own migrants, they | 
return year after year to the same nesting 
places, and their advent is welcomed by 
the people, who consider it lucky for a 
stork to nest on their roof. In places in 
Holland large boxes are even. placed on 
the roofs of houses to attract the birds. 

Storks are protected by law in many 
countries, as they are deadly enemies of 
reptiles and rodents 
scavengers in some localities, and it is a 
sight for the gods to see one of these tall, 
venerable-looking birds gravely stalking 
down a village street, gobbling up the 
offal and waste in the gutters. 

Storks very rarely visit these islands, 
and I have never heard of them nesting in 
Ireland, but an ancient writer records 
that in 1416 storks came and built their 
nest on the roof of St. Giles’s Church, 
Edinburgh. They remained for the summer 
and then left to return no more. 
whither they flew.” the writer comments,

Mr. Steuart Wilson, who adjudicated, said 
that the first thing a judge looked for in a 
violin competition was a good bow arm. 
Freedom of bowing was. tremendously im- 
portant; it was that which made the quality 
of the sound, The next thing was that the 
fingering should be precise, so that the in- 
tonation would be correct. Then they had 
to pay attention to phrasing. They must 
learn to play by rase, and not merely 
note by note. In their practice, too, they must 
be careful not to start off too quickly at the 
start—better start slowly, and then work 
up the pace. He was disappointed with the 
sight test. Not one tompetitor played it 
correctly from the time value, and in some 
cases they followed their imagination, 

The winner gave a really perform- 
ance, marked by fine, ‘spiri playing, and 
in her sight test she showed strong sense 
of rhythm. The second prize-winner gave 
them nice, smooth playing, and was dis- 
tinctly promising.

“ Lucia di Lammermuir’’ to be assured 
that in ' Don Pasquale,” which un- 
doubtedly Donnizetti intended to be a 
master work, the ensemble music is 
brilliant in the extreme. 

The radio opportunity of hearing “ Don 
Pasquale ’’ should be seized, because a 
performance marked by that degree of
